NATIVES ANXIOUS TO FIGHT FOB BOERS 


According to Dispatch from Gape Colony, Boers 


Take Possession of More British Territory. 


Outline of Supposed Plan of Campaign 


to be Adopted by Opposing Forces 


Condon, Nov. 21.—A Berlin dispatch 


cays that the Cologne Gazette publishes 
the following dispatch from Cape Town: 
Everything is prepared for a general 
rising of the natives throughout Cape 
Colony. 
They are ready at any mo- 


ment to make common cause with the 
Boers. 


Yesterday the Boers occupied Camp- 


bell, In West Griqualand. 


Beyond the fact that the Boers are 


dally receiving fresh reinforcements and 
supplies there is practically nothing 
new. The Boer invasion of Cape Colony 
continues steadily and rapidly. There 
are 1300 Boers at Colesberg, and news 
has reached East London that Lady- 
grey, near Aliwal North, has been de- 
serted by the British audits now in the 
hands of the enemy. 


A Pretoria dispatch announces the ar- 


rival there, among the British prisoners, 
of Major Haldane, Lieutenant Brochie 
and Lieutenant Hallway. It also de- 
clares that the British on Sunday made 
two unsuccessful attempts to oust the 
Rustenburg commando from a position 
near Maf eking, and that severe fighting 
took place. 


From Belagoa Bay come reports of 


the,arrlval of more German officers and 
artillerymen who have volunteered to 
serve with the Transvaal forces. 


The war office semi-officlally asserts 


that all news received from Africa has 
been published with the exception of 
demands for the renewal of stores, war 
materials and the like. There is an un- 
confirmed rumor that more troops have 
been ordered from India to the Cape. 


The plan of operations on both sides is 


slowly unfolding itself. General Jou- 
bert is evidently moving south to pre- 
vent, If possible, the Junction of the 
British relieving force with the forces 
at Estcourt and Ladysmith, while, on 
the Orange river border, the Boers are 
believed to be concentrating at Bonker- 
poort to oppose General Buller's ad- 
vance. It is said that 6000 Boers have 
already laagered at Donkerpoort. 


The English plan seems to be a three- 


fold advance—from Durban to Lady- 
smith, from Orange river to Kimberley 
and from Bast London by way of 
Queenstown to Burghersdorp. 


General Buller has wired the com- 


manding officer at Queenstown an- 
nouncing the dispatch of General 
Gatacre, with the first battalion of the 
Seventh brigade, to East London. This 
was the place from which it was orig- 
inally Intended that General Gatacre's 
column should start. Thus it is pos- 
sible that General Buller's first plans 
have suffered less modification tnan 
have been suppose^. General Gatacre 
will be able to keep the Boers on the 
Orange border sufficiently occupied to 
preserve General Methuen from undue 
molestation, especially if rumors fro >, 
various sources are well founded th> 
describe the Free State bu ghers as KI 
no wise enthusiastic for fighting.

Methuen commands the advance, and 
,the column Js in light marching order 
and appears to contemplate pushing 
forward by forced marches 
Not the 


least of the Bri'ish difficulties in this 
advance will be the keeping open of their 
lines of communication with their baseor 
bases on the coast whence their haver- 
sacks and ammunition belts mug be re- 
plenished. 


This line appears to be seriously 


tnreatened by the Free State Boers 
operating from the line of the Orange 
river east of Orange river station, where 
they await General Buller's advance. 
These Boers have already overrun the 
extreme north of Cape Colony. Aliwal 
North has been in their hands for some 
days, and they have occupied and "an- 
nexed" Burghersdorp, Colesburg and 
Jamestown, the latter approximately SO 
inlles due north of Queenstowr., the 
present British outpost in that direction. 
This Boer column seema to have re- 
ceived considerable reinforcement!. 


The unpleasant predictions that have 


been made of trouble with the natives 
seem in a fair way to come partially 
true. Khanrn, Chief of the Bamang- 
watos, appears tot have been definitely 
taken, Into alliance by the Rhodeaian 
authorities. In which case the Boers can 
legitimately accept the assistance of the 
Basutos and Zulus, who offer their 
services, and already statements are 
Being made that Basutos are with the 
Boers. Thla gives color to the report* 


of the defection from the British side of 
one of the most important of the Basuto 
chiefs. 


On the other hand, the statement la 


made that the predatory raids of the 
Boers Into Cape Colony have incensed 
the Cape Dutch, who have suffered to 
such an extent that they are no longer 
sympathizing with the Boers. This 
statement must be accepted with some 
reserve.

ference between the manufacturers an* 
mill operatives ended shortly after e 
o'clock last evening and resulted in the 
manufacturers making a proposition 
for the adoption of a sliding scale, which 
will be followed by an advance of 6 per- 
cent Monday, Jan. 1, if accepted by the 
mill operatives. The agreement as sub- 
mitted by the manufacturers follows: 


"From and after this date, the wages 


to be paid to the operatives in the mills- 
of this city shall be governed by a 
schedule based upon the margin existing, 
between the price of cotton and the 
price of as-inoh and 38%-inch, 64x64, cloth 
made from the-standard yarns required 
to make 28 weigh 7 yards to the 
pound. 


'•The standard by which wages shall 


be figured from time to time shall be 18 
cents per cut for weaving 28-inch, 64x64, 
and the margin shall be found by tak- 
ing the cost of S pounds of cotton at 
the price of New York middling up- 
lands, and 45 yards of 28^Inch, Mx64 
print cloth, and 32.72 yards of 38%-Jnch, 
«4x«4r cloth, a* the market price aver- 
aged together. 


"The margin fixing the price of 18 


cents per cut for.weaving and thei exist- 
ing- scale of wages siiall be 76 cents. 
It the margin shall increase to 85 
cento, the wages shall be increased 5 
percent above said standard. 
If the 


margin shall increase to 06 cents then 
wages shall be increased 10 percent 
above such standard. 
If the margin 


shall increase to 105 cents, then wages 
shall be increased to 16 percent above 
such standard. 


"If the margin shall decrease to 65

back to the manufacturers at their 
earliest convenience. This action was 
in no sense an acceptance.

to put the offer In favor of arbitra- 
tion.

regulars.

EAVY shears are made especially 
for the toes, the nails being 
thicker than on the hands, and 


therefore likely to blunt the fine blade 
of the nail scissors. The file for the 
nails of the toes is. naturally, coarser 
than that for the fingers. The nails 
of the toes may be polished and beau- 
tified as carefully as those on the 
hands, and to refined people their care 
is quite as Important a matter. 


A corn knife is also made for the 
feet If the knife Is kept sharp, no 
one who uses it will suffer with corns. 
Before the feet aro put in water the 
superfluous cuticle is carefully sliced 
off, oar* being taken that the skin is 
not left too tender from too much cut- 
tin*. After the feet have been bathed 
and rubbed off with pumice stone to 
remove thickened skin a piece of pre- 
pared kid is put on over the corn, a 
bit being cut out in the center where 
the corn Is situated. This corn kid 
can be purchased at any drug store.

To secure the kid in place, the papier 
Bayard, which is Imported for that 
purpose, is the best .thing to use. 


The file for the feet is coarser than 
that for the hands. Nails that are 
thick and unsightly may be made 
smooth and pink and delicate »f they 
are given constant attention. Pum- 
ice stone is an important factor in the 
care of the feet. It removes the thick- 
ened skin and smooths and thins nails 
that are growing toq, heavy. The nail 
on the large toe is often very trou- 
blesome. Before the feet are plunged 
into the bath a piece of pumice stone 
should be dipped into water and then 
used to smooth down the nail. Water 
should be used to rinse off the nail 
after every few strokes.

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NE of the bitter ironies of war Is 
the fact that while one body of 
men are busy raising funds for the 


destruction of their fellow beings an- 
other body is quite as busy raising 
money for means of alleviating the 
distress and suffering which their next 
door neighbor is working so hard to 
bring about. So while the British par- 
liament is voting war funds Ihe Royal 
Red Cross society is sending- out nurses 
and medicines and comforts for the sick 
and wounded on the battlefields of 
South Africa. The head of the nursing 
staff during the Transvaal war is Miss 
L. Hardement, who is already at the 
front as the representative of the Red 
Cross. The queen of England is ac- 
tively interested in the work of this 
great organization of mercy, and duly 
decorates each nurse who distinguishes 
herself on the field with a badge. The 
highest decoration conferred by the 
queen on army nurses is known as the 
"Royal Red Cross," a general idea of 
which may be obtained from the accom- 
panying Illustration. 


How many Florence Nightingales will 


England's war with the Boers develop? 
The need for assistance in -he Trans- 
vaal is very great. American women 
in London are taking so great an in- 
terest in the war that, under the leader- 
ship of Lady Randolph Churchill, they 
are trying to raise a fund to equip a 
hospital ship. The sum of £30,000, or 
about $150,000, is to be raised in a very 
short time. The committee in charge 
of the fund gathering consists of well 
known American women, nearly all 
wives or widows of prominent English- 
men. 
The chairman is Lady Randolph 


Churchill; honorary secretary, Mrs. 
Blow; honorary treasurer, Mrs. Fanny 
Ronalds, with the Duchess of Marl- 
borough, Countess of Essex, 
Mrs. 


Bradley Martin, Mrs. Joseph Chamber- 
lain and Mrs. Arthur Paget all interest- 
ed in the collecting of pounds, shillings 
and pence for the sufferers abroad. 


Florence "Nightingale, lying in her 


darkened room in London, can give lit- 
tle assistance in this war. There are, 
however, many to take her place. In 
every struggle since the Crimean some 
English woman has achieved renown. 
Mrs. Dacre Craven, who won her spurs 
as a volunteer in the Franco-Prussian 
war while little more than a student, 
was known as Sister Florence and 
did noble work for her country In its 
various wars. She has received the 
decorations of the empress of Germany, 
the war medal and the iron cross, the 
queen's jubilee medal, the diamond 
jubilee clasp and the cross of St. John 
m Jerusalem and many other orders: 


Mrs. George King, better known as 


Sister Janet, is another famous Eng- 
lish nurse. She served in the Russo- 
Turkish war and in the Zulu war. She 
lives now m a charming country house 
at Finchley, although the need for Red 
Cross nurses may soon send her once 
more to the front. The work of the 
Red Cross nurses In South Africa in 
1879 was most difficult; they had to 
contend with lack of supplies and a 
tropical climate that at last brought 
even most of the nurses to death's door. 
Sister Janet was one of the compara- 
tively few well members of the band 
and was compelled to-attend to her 
nurses as well as to the sick and 
wounded of the army.. Sister Janet in 
that war became known as "The Min- 
istering Angel, of the Veldts." 


Even the Zulus respected this brave

woman, and many of the poor black 
creatures whose wounds she had cared 
for would orawl to her feet and kiss the 
hem of her dress, murmuring in grati- 
tude, "Mouehla! Moushla!" Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, knowing of the masterly man- 
ner in which her work in South Africa 
had been managed, asked that she be 
given charge ot the nurses' corps to 


proceed with the Sekukuni expedition. 
This expedition bejng shortly after 
abandoned, she returned home and was 
decorated by the queen with the order 
of the Royal Red Cross. 


After the victory of Omdurman the 


English nurses did good service. A 
steamer, the Mayflower, plied up and 
down the Nile between Assuan and 
Cairo, carrying the wounded to and 
from the Cairo hospital. Many pathetic 
and amusing incidents were reported 
showing the spirit in which the work 
of the nurses was appreciated. One 
anecdote is told of a soldier who pos- 
itively refused to be put to bed until 
he had, to the best of his ability, wash- 
ed off blood and mud—this for fear that 
he would soil the spotless bed linen of 
the hospital cot. 


One reason that the Red Cross society 


flourishes so well in England is be- 
cause of the great interest aken in its 
work by the queen. During the Crimean 
war this lady's distress over the inade- 
quate hospital accommodations almost 
prostrated her. The sovereign, with the 
ladles of her court, prepared bandages 
and lint with her own hands, and when 
the first detachment of the wounded 
was sent home visited the hospital to 
thank them personally for their serv- 
ices to their country. 


When Florence Nightingale came 


home after the Crimean war and tried 
to slip quietly to her country home, her 
sovereign commanded her presence at 
court, and there entertained the dis- 
tinguished woman with a courtesy and 
cordiality that might have been ex- 
tended to a princess. 


The Duchess of York's eldest brother, 
Prince Alexander of Teck, the queen's 
nephew, Prince Christian of Sleswick- 
Holstein, and many former court .offi- 
cials, are serving in the African cam- 
paign, so that the interest of the royal 
family in this war is especially intense. 
Besides, it is well known that the queen 
has a hatred of warfare ~.nd all its 
attendant horrors; therefore she is 
anxious to promote the efficiency of 
anything that will diminish suffering 
and death on the field. The Princess 
of Wales, who has been visiting her 
father, the king of Denmark, cut short 
her visit in order that she might aid 
in every possible way the preparations 
for the care of the wounded. The prin- 
cess is much interested in the work of 
trained nurses and is a frequent visitor 
to the training hospital at Netley, 
where the Royal Red Cross nurses are 
received. Everything connejted with 
the great army and navy of England 
interests her, her niost intimate friends 
being the wives of army officers. She 
is always foremost in any movements 
for the benefit of sick soldiers or sail- 
ors. Princess Victoria, the Duchess of 
Tork, Princess Christian and the Duch- 
ess of Fife are all interested in Red 
Cross work. 


The great English training school for 


army nurses is at Netley. Here every 
army surgeon, every orderly of the 
nursing corps and every Red Cross sis- 
ter takes a course of training. 
The 


sisters receive at the piers soldiers who 
coire home on the transports from Eng- 
land's military stations all over the 
world. A shipload of haggard, unshav- 
en and dirty patients will be brought 
in and in less than an hour, so perfect 
is the system in this magnificent hos- 
pital, all are lying clean and comfort- 
able in their cozy cots in the great, 
cheerful wards. Recently Queen Vic- 
toria, in company with Lord Kitchener, 
went down to Netley to' visit and in- 
spect the hospital. 


The uniform of the English Red Cross 


nurses consists of a gray gown, white 
apron, collars and cuffs and a scarlet 
cape. The red cross is worn on the 
cuffs and apron front in time of war. 


To enter the service as a. regular 


nurse a woman must be not under 25 or 
over 30 years of age. She nust belong 
to a family of known respectability 
and good standing and must have 
shown that she is possessed of tact, 
good temper and ability. For six 
months the student is retained at Net- 
ley, and, if satisfactory, is then drafted 
off to the hospitals at Chatham, Chel- 
sea, Gibraltar, Malta or Westminster. 


The strictest military discipline is en- 
forced, and woe to the unfortunate sis- 
ter who should be suspected Of even 
the mildest flirtation with any of the 
medical officers of the staff or with pa- 
tients! Her discharge would imme- 
diately follow. 
A number of well known society wo- 


men have volunteered to Join the nurs- 
ing corps in Africa, Lady Sarah Wilson, 
who is, although only six years his sen- 
ior, the aunt of the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough, being one of the most distinguish- 
ed of these women. She is famous in 
London society as a leader, wit blue- 
stocking and something of a beauty. 
Her husband is one of the officers com- 
manding in the present campaign.

breath of air, and women singers who 
hide themselves in a mass of carriage 
rugs and cover their faces with lace* 
and woolens when carriage driving- 
are the ones who first begin to cough. 
On the other hand, don't go to ex- 
tremes and expose yourself In raw, 
damp air, especially at nightfall. Be" 
sensible, and preserve a, happy medium 
between wise caution and foolish cod- 
dling.

policy into effect He will, therefore, 


j aa a presidential candidate, without

thus be, in fact, the most efficient ally 
of the imperialists." 


Mr. Schurz is correct in declaring

(From the New York Herald.) 


The Rev. Dr. W. S. Crowe preached 


yesterday morning at the Church of 
the Eternal Hope, in West Eighty- 
Ftftb street on "Agnosticism, in the 
Pulpit." He said, in beginning, that 
the discourse might be considered aa 
a reply to an address delivered by the 
Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott recently at the 
biennial session of t he Unlveraalist 
general convention in Boston. 


He said that Dr. Abbott had on that 


occasion displayed a 
loftiness 
of 


thought and feeling, unconscious alike 
of orthodoxy or of heresy. Dr. Crowe 
thought that Unlveraallsna had an- 
other word to offer. 


Dr. Crowe said that the struggle of 


the modern pulpit had been to get 
away from the horror of eadlem pun- 
ishment He added: 


"It you could' foreknow that a child 


of yours would be a thief and drunk- 
ard and a murderer, you would be the 
chief criminal. 
God foreknew what 


every child of hia would become. Un- 
)CM He could look beyond all crime 
and suffering, to » dcvtiny which will 
Justify all crime and •uttering; H« is 


not juatlfled in allowing soufe to ex- 
tot 


"All htimsjk'lsMi to bam* OB tto eon- 


vlction that the punlahmenlt should 
fit the crime. When you speak of tor- 
turing a man for a thousand, a million. 
a hunfliNwi bt!!l«a resrsi for asy ces- 
oeivabto crime, not only our hearts, 
but our thought* are sickened by ouch 
infinite mockery at Justice. 


"In trying to. escape such blas- 


phemy against God, liberalizing min- 
isters frequently follow the* steps of 
Mr. Beecher In the latter yean of his 
work. Mr. Beecher was then the lead- 
ing American exponent of the doc- 
trine of annihilation, for the wicked, 
and hia great successor In Plymouth 
pulpit. Dr. 
Abbott continued 
that 


teaching. 


"It waa a Jong- step in advance, but 


waa not the end of the Journey, as Dr. 
Abbott has come to see. A good God, 
floreknowte^r the doom of man. could 
but prohibit bis existence. Such a doc- 
trine not only challenges the divine 
wisdom and resource* but It runs up 
squarely against all teaching1 of mod- 
ern science. Not even the infinitesimal 
dust mote can be blotted out 


"In hia recent address Dr. Abbott 


said that he had lone* ago ceased to be- 
lieve in endless puishment, and, not BO 
long aift he had ceased to teach an 
nihilation. He hag come to the point 
where he sbnply oaysv 'I do not know 
what will be the dastray of the wick- 
ed.' 


"That la tbei second step—pure and 


simple egnosttciam. I know all about 
it from the unhappy, but very effect- 
ive school of experience. Ton ware 
bora free, have no conception of what 
it means to struggle fan your relig- 
ious freedom* Thane la no halti 
place eiutt* eo untenable, however, for 
a religious teacher aa agosxfldsm. It 
would do for IngannU to say as to the 
future w&rtd, 'I have no opinion on 
that subject,' but how can a preacher 
say that? 


"Thare am just tort* alternatives 


some men will b* ewdlewsly punished, 
or some men will be annihilated, or all 
men wiU finally be saved. 
Having 


denied th* flrat two, there is nothing 
left, for agnostic mJntotera but that 
they shall become lUnivrasalista Give 
them time, keep than thfaklintf- and 
talking, too.

The organization will 
be a new plan of work for churches 
in this vicinity and so far as known 
is not in operation In just this form 
anywhere else. 


The parliament will consist of the 


pastor, church officers, officers of all 
the organizations allied to the church, 
and the district workers.

Agricultural Society Will 


•Reta'n Its Present Form 


and the State Bounty 


TURN-OVER IN OFFICERS 


Old Board Replaced by Representatives 


o! the Majority's Ideas. Premiums 


to be Paid in Cash and an 


Earlier Date Desired 


The annual meeting of the Hoosac 


Valley Agricultural society held today 
was a long and at times stormy session. 
The attendance waa the largest in 
years, called out by the promised dis- 
cussion on the Question of changlrg the 
form of the society to a stock company. 
Over 100 votes were cast on the ques- 
tion, and more members were present 
for a part of the time. 


After a spirited debate the proposed 


plan was defeated, by a vote of 77 to 
S5. Most of the debate had been in 
favor of it, and the vote from this city 
was almost unanimous in favor, but 
the vote from the country was strong 
and invincible against. 


After this the old board of officers for 


the most part withdrew, and the re- 
sult was the putting of the society in 
entirely new hands, this being the ex- 
pressed desire of those who were in the 
majority, in regard to officers and ex- 
ecutive committee. 


Other matters of importance were 


discussed, among them the time of the 
fairs, which it is desired to hold earlier, 
and the payment of premiums, which 
the society decided to hare paid strict- 
ly in cash after this. " 


The Proposed Change Discussed 


The meeting was called to order soon 


after 11 o'clock by President S. A. 
Hickox of Williamstown, and Secre- 
tary George F. Miller read the call for 
the meeting. Treasurer E. M. Meekins 
read the financial statement, which has 
already been published in, substance 
in this paper, shewing that the society 
la&e y«?ar lost about $2300. This report 
waa accepted and placed on file. 


In connection with this the question 


was asked as to how much it would 
take at the present time to free the 
society from all debt, and the answer 
waa that the total debt waa nearly 
$9000. 


On motion of M. H. Torrey of Wll- 


liatnstown, article 3 of the warrant 
waa taken up first This waa to see 
what action the society would take on 
the following vote of the executive com- 
mittee: To see If the society will give 
up the present organization, form a 
stock company or corporation, and sell 
the property owned by the sdety to the 
new company or coropratlODr. 


E. R. Tinker of this city, who was 


throughout the chief figure in. the op- 
position to the proposed change, waa 
the first speaker. He wanted to know 
what good it was. He asked about the 
charter, and •what permission the ex- 
ecutive committee had to propose such 
a change. He thought the committee 
ought to be ready, if it was ready for 
anything, to present plans and details 
for such a change. He asked if th* 
same people wooild wot be in the new 
organization as are in the preswnt; and 
why. 
if the society was created by the 


legislature, the some body would not 
have to authorize a change. 
ur. H. J. Millard asked what the ex- 


act membership of the society waa. 
The answer was given: IJfe members 
938; honorary members 21; perpetual 
members 24; total 983. 


Dr. Millard then safd that the real 


estate owned by the society was worth 
$15,000, and that therefore the shares 
of J10 each were actually worth more 
than that amount If anyone could con- 
vince him of the good to come from 
a change, he would be glad to vote for 
it The society haa made money in 
times past, and h* thought the pres- 
ent deficit was due to he fact that the 
society was behind the times in, its me. 
thods. 


N. B. Baker of Savoy, who la a mem- 


ber of the state board of agriculture, 
said that in any case the action of the 
society would have tw be ratified by 
the state board before it would be- 
come affective 


Dr. .*. L. Wee said tbnt T>r. Millard's 


statement that because the land was 
worth $15,000 each share reprewnted 
more than its face valuf was not well 
figured, because the soc'ety was at 
present in debt to tb.> evtrat of near- 
ly $10.000, so that eaci share in r<?st- 
ity was "north only abou hf-li its ia?p 
value. He said that Dr. 'Ain.ird forgot 
that it was the old line societies which 
were dying out, and that the new 
stock companies were flourishing. He 
thought that the state aid of $600 a 
year was a paltry thing compared with 
the restrictions^placed on the society. 
His remarks were greeted with the 
first applause of the meeting1. 


Mr. Tinker said that weather was 


mighty uncertain. A number of years 
ago the local society was favored with 
good weather, while the Pittsfleld so- 
ciety, which held its fair earlier, was 
met with a series of bad years which 
made it ask to have the date of the 
local society given It 


E. J. Noble of Adams respected old 


age and Mr. Tinker, but thought the 
fair was behind enough now without 
going back 20 years more. He thought 
it best to eell the present property, buy 
new grounds, and if any membwa were 
not satisfied, to pay them what they 
had put into the society. 


F. E. Mole of Adams said that as the 


society was steadily going Into debt 
there was nothing else to do except to 
ask for an expression of opinion from 
the members. He thought the farmers 
didn't take enough interest in the fairs, 
by coming the first day, and in any 
case, something must be done to re- 
vive the fair. 


A. B. Mole of Adama said If the so- 


ciety kept Its present form every mem- 
ber ought to be assessed enough to pay 
up the debt. 


3. C. Chalmers of Adams said that 


the society would won be wiped out 
by the debt, and that before thlq hap- 
pened he believed the society ought to 
sell out and start a new deal. 


M. H. Torrey of Willlamatown said 


ono trouble was that there were too 
many fairs now, and suggested the 
plan of giving up the local fair and 
Joining with th« oldest In the county, 
the Flttsfield aocijpr, asking Great 
Barrtnirton to do the same and make 
a purely county fair ot It 


C W. Gallup said the prevent man- 


agement wa» all wrong, anyway. 


Dr. Rice asked If the present shares 


would be assessable after the debt ex- 
ceeded the valne of th* property, 
was not answered. 


Mr. Xlflkw tbwt 


manacemeat for iu methods, saying 
there v.-cro toe larf* expense* for at- 
tractions and labor, eto. H« thought 
the committee ought to know what U 
was doing, aft. if the vote were passed, 
one or two members might get out an 
injunction. 


C. W. Gallup dald that th« estimate 


of $15,000 for the property was entire- 
ly too high. 


Th« Vote 


At this point the vote waa called for. 


A ballot was started but before it was 
finished a motion to adjourn was voted 
down by a big majority, and for some 
time there was great confusion. Some 
voted and went out, and when finally 
Dr. Millard moved that the roll be 
called and this was carried, there waa 
a question as to what could be done 
with the votes of those who had gone 
out 
This remained unanswered, but 


the roll call waa begun, and lasted 
some time. 


There was applause when it was an- 


nounced that the proposition waa lost 
by the vote of 77 to 36. 


Bleetton ofOffleeri 


When the election of officers began 


President Hickox, Secretary Miller and 
Treasurer Meekins all withdrew the use 
of their names.

FULTON'S STEAM WARSHIP. 


The Recommendation to tbe Gov- 


ernment Signed by Noted Men. 


It Is interesting in the light of the 


achievements of our navy in recent 
years, especially those of tbe splendid 
fighting machines propelled at the rate 
of 20 miles an hour, to read tbe follow- 
ing report made during the war at 1812 
on a proposition made by Robert Ful- 
ton to build a steam vessel for the pro- 
tection of our harbors and seaboard cit- 
ies: 


NEV LoNBOjf, J»n. 8, 1814. 


We, the undersigned, hive this day examined 


/ the model and plans of a vessel of war, tubmitted 


by Robert Fulton, to carry 24 guns, 24 and 32 
pounders, and use redhot ehot, to be propelled by 
steam at the speed cf four to five miles per hour, 
without the aid of wind or tide. The properties 
of which teasel are: That, without maits or sails, 
ahe can more with sufficient speed, that her ma- 
chinery being guarded she cannot be crippled; 
that her sides are so thick as to be impenetrable 
to every kind of shot, and in a calm or light 
breeze she can take choice of position or distance 
from an enemy. Considering the speed which the 
application of steam has already given heavy 
floating bodies, we have full confidence that, 
should such a vessel move only four miles per 
hour, she could, under favorable circumstances, 
which may always be gained over enemies' ves- 
•els In our ports, harbors, bays and sounds, be 
rf&dered more formidable to any enemy than any 
kind of engine hitherto invented. And in such 
case she would be equal to the destruction of one 
or more seventy-fours or of compelling her or 
them to depart from our waters. We, therefore, 
give our decided opinion that it is among the 
best interests of the United States to carry this 
plan into Immediate execution. 


Three Times a Day

COUPON MILK TICKETS 


Westfield Board of Health Takes Im- 
portant Action Compelling Their Use 


The Westfleld board of health held 


an important meeting yesterday after- 
noon and voted to order the milk deal- 
ers of the town to use what are known 
as coupon tickets. The new order goes 
into effect December 1 and will be wel- 
comed by those who believe that con- 
tagious disease may be transmitted by 
means of the tickets in common use by 
the milk dealers. 


It has come to the notice of the board 


of health that milk dealers have taken 
tickets from families where there was 
contagious disease and used them over 
and over again. Whether disease has 
actually been spread by this means in 
Westfleld is of course uncertain, but 
medical authorities agree it is danger- 
ous to use the tickets from an infected 
house, and the board of health believes 
in taking all the precaution possible to 
control contagious diseases. 


The coupon tickets are sold In strips 


or sheets and are torn' off as needed. 
The dealers take the tickets and de- 
stroy them. In this city a number of 
the dealers use coupon tickets and one 
dealer says that a number of his cus- 
tomers refuse to use anything else. No 
tormal action has ever been taken on 
the matter however. ~

The 
destruction has been going on at this 
time of the year for many years, and 
it la estimated that the total number of 
thrifty young tress destroyed is more 
than a mil-ion."
